ITALY LAUDS U.S. 
ON FUNDING PACT 


COUNTRY HAILED AS FRIEND OF 
ROME 


SAY PRINCIPLES OF JUS- 
TICE CONTROL THE U. S. 

Italian Delegates Won the Cordial 
and Sincere Sympathy Which Led 
ito a Rapid and Happy Agreement, 
Says Premier Mussolini. 


Rome.—A profound reverence for 
the United States, a great republic 
which proved that “a friend in need 
is a friend indeed,” was the keynote of 
the stirring and eloquent speeches 
which Premier Mussolini and Count 
Volpi, finance minister, made in the 
chamber of deputies recently, com- 
Memorating the return of the debt 
funding commission from Washington. 

These speeches, echoing the grati- 
tude of Italy for the splendid manner 
aim which the United States had ar- 
ranged for settling Italy’s war loans, 
wes punctuated time and again by tre- 
Mmendous applause, and the frequent 
rising to their feet of the deputies, 
even including the oppisition. 

Mussolini, who lead the applause 
which greeted Count Volpi’s appear- 
ance in the chamber, voiced the grati- 
tude of the country to Volpi. 

The premier declared that the 
Americans are a great people, having 
a system of government under which 
they are living up to the traditions of 
freedom. That they have always been 
controlled by the principles of exact 
justice, and that when the American 
representatives found out the prin- 
ciples for which the new Italy stands, 
the Italian delegates won the cordial 
and sincere sympathy which led to a 
rapid and happy agreement. 

Mussolini continued: 

“As a result of this cordial agree- 
ment between us, one of the oldest 
peoples in Europe that has found the 
secrecy of youth in new Italy, and the 
people of the United States, there has 
been established a lasting and cordial 
understanding.” 

When Count Volpi arose to speak 
he was given another great demon- 
stration. He said: 

“The accord was reached because 


_ America recognized that Fascism rep- 


resents national honesty and because 
America believes in the genius of Mus- 
solini and knows that he will carry 
out to the Jast degree the terms of the 
debt settlement.” 

The finance minister ended his 
speech with the impressive statement 
that there was no battle to reach a 
settlement with the American debt 
commission, as it was composed of 
high-minded men who recognized the 
justice of Italy’s contentions. 


JUDGE THOMAS BURKE OF 
SEATTLE DROPS DEAD IN N. Y. 


New York.—Judge Thomas Burke of 
Seattle fell dead into the arms of 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia university, at a meeting in 
the Guaranty Trust company building, 
524 Fifth avenue, of trustees of the 
Carnegie endowment for international 
peace. The meeting was being held 
fm the board room of the Carnegie 
Trust company. 

Judge Burke, one of the trustees 
gince 1910, made the trip across the 
continent with Mrs. Burke to attend 
the meeting. He was one of Washing- 
ton state’s most noted jurists and his 
mame was known throughout the 
world. He was 77 years of age and 
was born in Clinton county, New York. 

Death came as Judge Burke was in 
conference with a number of his coun- 
try’s leadiig citizens. Elihu Root, 
John W. Davis, lately Democratic can- 
adidate for president; Robert Lansing, 
secretary of state during the Wilson 
administration; David Jayne Hill, for- 
mer ambassador to Germany, and oth- 
ers present rushed to the side of their 
stricken conferee. 

First English Woman to Fly Dies

REP. CURRY DRAFTS TWO 
DRASTIC AIR MEASURES 


One Bill to Abolish the Secretaries 
of War and Navy, Other Would 
Unify Aeronautics and Regulate 
Commercial Aviation. 


Washington.—The first shot in what 
promises to become a terrific fight 
between a powerful congressional 
group and leaders of American mili- 
tary policy over aeronautics and na- 
tional] defense generally, was fired by 
Representative Charles R. Curry, Re- 
publican, of California. 

Curry announced that he had com- 
pleted the drafting of two bills de- 
signed to revolutionize completely 
the entire national defense machinery 
and would introduce them in congress 
soon. 

One bill would abolish the secre- 
taryships of war and navy, substitut- 
ing a secretary of national defense. 
The other would completely unify 
military aeronautics and place far- 
reaching authority in the secretary of 
commerce to regulate commercial 
aviation. 

This new legislation contradicts in 
its major particulars the recommen- 
dations of the Morrow board, which 
President Coolidge personally ap- 
pointed to investigate aircraft condi- 
tions, and which has just returned a 
report opposing the views of Colonel 
William Mitchell. 

President Coolidge, it is understood, 
will approve the recommendations of 
his own commission. 

The Curry bill will find further sup- 
port in the report of the house air- 
craft committee, soon to be presented, 
which will indorse Colonel Mitchell’s 
contentions almost as fully as the 
Morrow board threw them down. 

Curry’s one unified national defense 
plan would place assistant secretaries 
in charge of the army, navy and aviae- 
tion, placing the latter branch on a 
parity with the others, but subordi- 
nating all present military officials 
to one civilian secretary, who would 
be a cabinet member. : 


ANCIENT CIVILIZATION IS 
FOUND IN UNITED STATES 


Quincy, I1]—Excavations in Pike 
county, Missouri, six miles from the 
Mississippi river, have unearthed what | 
may be the remains of an ancient | 
civilization. R. D. Burchard of St. 
Louis stumbled upon the find quite 
by accident when investigating an old 
Indian legend of buried treasure. 

Beneath twelve feet of glacial drift 
a@ well-defined shaft was uncovered, 
walled with a queer cement-like mate- 
rial of a color different from the 
earth within the shaft. Inside the 
shaft at intervals of a few feet were 
found huge caps, or plates, of a con- 
crete-like material. 

At the sixty-five-foot level, 
three below the original surface, what 
Burchard believes was the floor of an 
ancient city was encountered. 

The activities of the workers is con- 
centrated at this time on a point 
twenty-five feet from the foot of the 
shaft, at the edge of what they be- 
lieve to be a subterranean room.

Basing the largest program of con- 
struction and expansion in its his- 
tory upon constantly increasing de- 
mand for farm, industrial and home 
power, the San Joaquin Light and 
Power company, at Fresno, announced 
recently that a 1926 budget of $12,372,- 
000—the largest in the company his- 
tory—has been approved by the direc- 
tors. According to the general man- 
ager, the 1926 budget is $4,372,000 
greater than that of 1925, and it in- 
cludes the heaviest expenditure for 
new constructién ever contemplated 
by the company.

The largest quarterly apportion- 
ment of gasoline tax collections made 
since the inauguration of the gas levy 
three years ago was announced re- 
cently by State Controller Ray L. 
Riley. A total of $7,620,927.88, divided 
equally between the state and the 
various counties for road maintenance 
and reconstruction, was apportioned, 
Los Angeles leading the list of coun- 
ties with an allotment of $1,510,994.06, 
and San Francisco standing second 
with an award of $297,360.23.

MIRACLE PICTURE 
SEEN ON WALL OF 
CATHOLIC CHURCH 


Worshipers See Outline of 
Madonna in Plaster 
Stain. 


New York.—Long island seems in s 
fair way to have its own Lourdes. 

On the gray plaster wall of St. Mar- 
tin's Romun Catholic church at 
Central Park, L. I, has appeared 
recently a dark stain, marked with 
white, which in outline and appear- 
ance suggests a faded likeness of the 
Madonna. Like some of the “natural 
pictures” found in various parts of 
the world on rock formations, the fig- 
ure grows in detail under concentrated 
scrutiny. : 

Awed members of the parish, who 
have gazed on the “miracle” day after 
day and declare that the mysterious 
figure is becoming clearer and clearer, 
say they can discern also an image of 
the Christ child in Mary’s arms, and 
point to a spot of light just below her 
throat as the halo above His head. 
They assert, too, that a dimmer halo 
is developing above the mother’s in- 
clined head. 

Outside a church the casual ob- 
server might take the phenomenon for 
a weather stain, which by some freak 
chance has formed itself into a re 
muarkable resemblance of a woman’s 
fuce and torso. But whether the 
“miracle” is the result of rain or is 
in truth a Divine manifestation the 
fact remains that Central park has 
become a Mecca for believers who 
have heard of the figures and come to 
gaze reverently upon them. 

Church Crowded Nightly. 

Special busses have run to the 
church from Flushing, cars have 
made pilgrimages to St. Martin’s from 
all parts of Long island; people have

Already women with 
sickly and crippled children are be 
ginning to bring them to the sanctu- 
ary, which tis alight with candles from 
early morn until late at night. No 
cures have been reported yet Father 
Dan says nothing has been done by 
those in authority in the diocese to 
make St. Martin’s a shrine church. 

A member of the church board of 
trustees has given a possible explana- 
tion of the “miracle picture” by re 
calling that a portion of the wall above 
the spot where the likeness appeara 
was damaged by a storm a year ago 
when the church was nearing comple.

PRESIDENT SENDS HIS 
MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


General Condition of Nation Is 
One of Progress and 
Prosperity. 


Washington.—President ‘Coolidge, in 
his message to the Sixty-ninth con- 
gress, said that the general condition 
of the nation is one of progress and 
Prosperity. The President said that 
he approved of the new revenue Dill 
as framed by the house ways and 
means committee. 

The President's message in part is 
as follows: 

Members of the Congress: 

In meeting the constitutional re- 
quirements vf informing the congress 
upon the state of the Union, it is ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to report that the 
general condition is one of progress 
and prosperity. 

In our country the people are sov- 
ereign and independent, and must ac- 
cept the resulting responsibilities, The 
greatest solicitude should be exer- 
cised to prevent any encroachment 
upon the rights of the states or their 
various political subdivisions. Local 
self-government is one of our most 
precious possessions. 

For Government Economy. 

It is a fundamental principle of our 
country that the people are sovereign. 
They hold inviolate in their own hands 
the jurisdiction over their own free- 
dom and the ownership of their own 
property. The wealth of our country 
is not public wealth, but private 
wealth. It does not belong to the gov- 
ernment, it belongs to the people. It 
is always necessary to keep these 
principles in mind in the laying of 
taxes and in the making of appro- 
priations. All proposals for assuming 
new obligations ought to be postponed, 
unless they are reproductive capital in- 
vestments or are such as are abso- 
lutely necessary at this time. 

It has always been our policy to 
retire our debts. 

The taxpayer will be required to 
produce nearly twice the amount of 
commodities to pay his debt if the dol- 
lar returns to the 1918 value. The 
more we pay while prices are high, 
the easier it will be. 

There is room for further economy 
in the cost of the federal government, 
but a comparison of current expendi- 
tures with pre-war expenditures ts not 
unfavorable to the efficiency with 
which government business is now be- 
ing done. 

I believe that present federal ex- 
penses are not far out of line with 
pre-war expenses. We have nearly 
accomplished the deflation. 

Budget. 

The congress has wisely set up the 
bureau of budget. 

This gives a centralized authority 
where a general and comprehensive 
understanding can be reached of the 
sources of income and the most equi- 
table distribution of expenditures. How 
well it has worked is indicated by the 
fact rete the departmental estimates 
for 1922, before the budget law, were 


| $4,068,000,000 while the budget estl- 
| mates for 1927 are $3,156,000,000. This 


latter figure shows the reductions in 
departmental estimates for the com- 
ing year made possible by the opera- 
tion of the budget system that the 
congress has provided. 

Taxation. 

The purpose of reducing expendi- 
tures is to secure a reduction in 
| taxes. That purpose is about to be 
realized. With commendable prompt- 
ness the ways and means committee 
of the house has undertaken in ad- 
vance of the meeting of the congress 
to frame a revenue act. In its preserit 
form it should provide sufficient rev- 
enue for the government. I approve of 
the bill in principle. 

I am advised that the bill will be 
through the house by Christmas. The 
bill should reach me prior to March 
15. 

Foreign Relations. 

The policy of our foreign relations, 
casting aside any suggestion of force, 
rests solely on the foundation of 
peace, good will, and good works. 

It seems clear that it is the reduc- 
tion of armies rather than of navies 
that is of the first importance to the 
world at the present time. 

Court of International Justice. 

Pending before the senate for near- 


| ly three years is the proposal to ad- 


here to the protocol establishing the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice. A well-established line of 
precedents mark America’s effort to 
effect the establishment of a court of 
this nature. 

Foreign Debts. 

Gradually, settlements have been 
made which provide for the liquidation 
of debts due to our government from 
foreign governments. 

Alien Property. 

Negotiations are progressing among 
the interested parties in relation to 
the final distribution of the assets in 
the hands of the alien property cus- 
todian. 

_ Immigration. 

While not enough time has elapsed 
to afford a conclusive demonstraticn, 
such results as have been secured in- 
dicate that our immigration law 13 on 
the whole beneficial. It is undoubted- 
ly a protection to the wage earners of 
this country. 

National Defenee. 

Never before in time of peace has 
our country maintained so large and 
effective a military force as it now 
has. The army, navy, marine corps, 
National Guard, and organized re 
serves represent a strength of about 
558,400 men. These forces are well 
trained, well equipped, and high in 
morale. 

4 method of co-ordination and co- 


operation of the army and navy and 
the principal aircraft builders is be- 
Ing perfected. 

Aviation is of great importance both 
for national defense and commercial 
development. We ought to proceed in 
its improvement by the necessary ex- 
periment and investigation. Our coun- 
try is not behind in this art. 

Veterans. 

If anyone desires to estimate the 
esteem in which the veterans of 
America are held by their fellow citi- 
zens, It is but necessary to remember 
that the current budget calls for an 
expenditure of about $650,000,000 in 
their behalf. 

Agriculture, 

No doubt the position of agriculture 
as a whole has very much improved 
since the depression of three and four 
years ago.

Reclamation. 

The national government is ‘commit- 
ted to a policy of reclamation and ir- 
rigation which {ft desires to establish 
on a sound basis and continue in the 
interest of the localities concerned. 

Shipping. 

The maintenance of a merchant ma- 
rine is of the utmost importance for 
national defense and the service of 
our commerce. We have a large num- 
ber of ships engaged in that service. 
We also have a surplus supply, costly 
to care for, which ought to be sold. 

Coal. 

The perennial conflict tn the coal in- 
dustry is still going on to the great 
detriment of the wage earners, the 
owners, and especially to the public. 
The industry could serve the public 
much better and become subject to a 


much more effective method of control 
if regional consolidations and more 
freedom in the formation of market- 


general price level is fair, but here

are excellent. In spite of a lessened | 


ing associations, under the supervision 
of the Department of Commerce, were 
permitted. 

At the present time the national 
government has little or no authority 
to deal with this vital necessity of the 
life of the country. Authority should 
be lodged with the President and the 
Departments of Commerce and Labor, 
ziving them power to deal with an 
emergency. The report of the last 
coal commission should be brought 
forward, reconsidered and acted upon. 

Prohibition. 

Under the orderly processes of our 
fundamental institutions the Consti- 
tution was lately amended providing 
for national prohibition. The congress 
passed an act for its enforcement, and 
similar acts have been provided by 
‘WOst of the states. It is the law of 
the land. It is the duty of all who 
come under its jurisdiction to observe 
the spirit of that law, and it is the 
duty of the Department of Justice and 
the Treasury department to enforce it. 

Waterway Development. 

For many years our country has 
been employed in plans and opera- 
tions for the development of our In- 
tracoastal and inland waterways. This 
work along our coast is an important 
adjunct to our commerce. It will be 
carried on, together with the further 
opening up of our harbors, as our 
resources permit. 

Along with the development of navi- 
gation should go every possible en- 
couragement for the development of 
our water power. 

Rallroads. 

The railroads throughout the coun- 
try are in a fair state of prosperity. 
Their service is good and their supply 
of cars is abundant. Their condition 
would be improved and the public bet- 
ter served by a system of consolida- 
tions. I recommend that the congress 
authorize sich consolidations. 

Civil Service. 

In 1883 the congress passed the 
civil service act, which from a modest 
beginning of 14,000 employees has 
grown until there are now 425,000 in 
the classified service. This has re- 
moved the clerical force of the nation 
from the wasteful effects of the 
spoils system and made it more stable 
and efficient. The time has come to 
consider classifying all postmasters, 
collectors of customs, collectors of in- 
ternal revenue and prohibition agents 
by an act covering those at present 
in office, except when otherwise pro- 
vided by executive .order. 

It is apparent that we are reaching 
into an era of gréat general prosper 
ity. It will continue only sq long as 
we shall use it properly. If the people 
will continue industrious and thrifty, 
contented with fair wages and mod- 
erate profits, and the returns which 
accrue from, the development of onr 
natural resources, our prosperity wil) 
extend itself indefinitely.

on Face of Sundial 


A new form of sundial that tells 
time to within thirty seconds on an 
ordinary clock face has been received 
by I. Hope-Jones, chairman of the 
British Horological institute in Lon- 
don, from the inventor, Prof. W. E. 
Cooke, government astronomer of 
Sydney, Australia, and is described 
by Mr. Hope-Jones in the magaziie 
Nature. It consists of a ring which 
can move on pivots placed in o north 
and south plane, the position of the 
guomon of the usual sundial. On 
one side of the ring is a small hole 
which, when the aun is shining, and 
the instrument is in use, casts a 
small spot of light on a figure-eight 
curve on the opposite side. This 
curve is marked with the date for 
various times of the year, and allows 
for the “equation of time” or the 
amount that the sun is ahead or be- 
hind its average position. To use 
it, the ring is turned until the spot 
of light is on the proper part of the 
curve, and the hands, which are

Water Wheel Floats 

A water wheel has been invented 
which is designed to adjust itself 
automatically to the varying height 
of the propelling stream. Aa firat 
constructed the wheel has eight V- 
shaped paddles about 13 feet long 
and 14 inches wide, and it is eo 
mounted on an air-tight tank that 
it rises and falls with the river's 
changes through any height up to 
36 feet. It is used for pumping ir- 
rigating water from a distance of 
280 feet to a height of 70 feet above 
the source. Pumps and gearings 
are placed on the river bank, and 
the wheel and tank are connected 
by « shaft having universal coup- 
lings at each end.
